“You’d laugh if you could see some of 
the homemade prescriptions we receive 
here sometimes,” said an east side 
druggist the other day.

“Here is one written on a piece of 
newspaper margin ‘arnicj* 4 a sor fot.’ 
which, translated means arnica for a 
sore foot. Another, ou a piece of card¬ 
board, was easily intelligible ‘powdered 
inagnishey for phisik.' ‘Poison. Gross 
of Sulperrnent for bedbugs’ called for 
corrosive sublimate to rid a l»e«l of the 
terror of the tenements. *1 Poishou 
Insect powder meant Persian insect 
powder for the same purpose. 

“ ‘Dangle fot fly paper’ was for |>a|>er 
to tangle the feet of the flies. ‘Bis car- 
bar t of sody’ meant the simple baking 
soda, to be used in this instance prob¬ 
ably for a disordered stomach. Tincture 
of lobelia was Asked for on a torn scrap 
of billhead under the disguise of ‘tinctur 
lobster,’ and capsine porous plaster wiv* 
supplied when vappicine plaseter’ was 
requested. 

“Some mother with a crying baby, in 
order to get sleep herself, asked for *'i ct 
pargorink’ to quiet the iufant. Tinc¬ 
ture of jritline for external use.' some 
woman caret nil v wrote when she wanted 
iodine, adding in an explanatory man¬ 
ner. ‘inward, roshelesalte.’”—New York 
Press.

as the whole trouble; oranges did not 
agree with the child, and when he ate 
them freely he was ill. I stopped his 
eating them, and lie lias never had a re¬ 
currence of the trouble.”—New York

Tk* Way Cyclone* Tarn.
